The City of Sierra Madre has 
declared its willingness to par¬ 
ticipate financially and confer¬ 
ences continue this week with 
County and Federal agencies 
involved and the City of Arca¬ 
dia concerning provision for 
piping outflow from the Lan- 
nan Canyon dam to Big Santa 
Anita Wash. 

Mayor cost has been esti¬ 
mated at approximately $95,000 
by Arcadia City Engineer Ray 
Rogers. It is expected that the 
U. S. Forest Service will pro¬ 
vide $25,000 and the Camden- 
Wilshire Co., subdivider of some 
of Elkins acreage in Arcadia, 
another $25,000. In the absence 
of County Supervisor Herbert C. 
Legg at a meeting held in his 
office Tuesday, no commitment 
has been forthcoming of a 
County Road Department ami 
County Flood Control District 
provision of an estimated $30,- 
000 toward the project. 

Cities Participate 

A balance of $15,000 would be 
shared by the Cities of Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia although no 
decision has been reached on 
apportionment. 

The $95,000, according to Rog¬ 
ers’ letter to the City of Sierra 
Madre, would cover piping of 
outflow across Sierra Madre 
property east of Santa Anita 
Ave. to the Big Santa Anita 
Wash. It would not include cost 
of transporting water from the 
dam spillway across Santa Ani¬ 
ta Ave. or from the main pipe¬ 
line into the Wash. Approxi¬ 
mately $5000 of the additional 
cost has been verbally commit¬ 
ted by the County Road Depart¬ 
ment and an additional $6000 
is sought from the Flood Con¬ 
trol District, according to Coun¬ 
cilman Harold F. Roberts who 
attended the meeting this week. 

Yucca Also Problem 

Roberts also has mentioned 
that before next winter’s rains 
Sierra Madre will have to come 
up with a Yucca Trail run-off 
solution among others, in addi¬ 
tion to the Lannan Canyon out¬ 
flow provisions. 

According to Roberts, the City 
could enter into an agreement 
with the Forest Service on the 
Yucca Trail problem, the Forest 
Service to provide plans, engi¬ 
neering advice and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre providing the labor. 


States Provisions on 
Reversionary Rights 


In an adjourned meeting Saturday morning, the City Council 
unanimously approved the Planning Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions regarding the Los Angeles County Flood Control District’s 
proposed acquisition of property for the construction of debris 
basins this summer in Auburn and Bailey canyons by the Los 
Angeles District, Army Corps of Engineers. 

Moving rapidly in order to 
facilitate the stepped-up con¬ 
struction program this summer, 
the council directed that its 
approval and recommendations 
be forwarded immediately to 
the Flood Control District. 

Condemnation Filed 

Meanwhile a spokesman for 
the district stated Wednesday 
that condemnation suit already 
has been filed on the slightly 
more than five acres of prop¬ 
erty required in Bailey Canyon 
for enlargement of the debris 
basin there. Negotiations have 
been underway with owners of 
approximately seven acres in 
Auburn Canyon, some of it im¬ 
proved, where a new debris ba¬ 
sin will be built. 

Preliminary to filing condem¬ 
nation suit on the Auburn prop¬ 
erties, two appraisers have been 
hired by the Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict, their appraisals to be con¬ 
sidered along with that of the 
district’s own appraiser. 

City Lists Stipulations 

The City Council and Plan¬ 
ning Commission have made 
the following stipulations to 
Flood Control District: 

That the City of Sierra Madre 
shall retain title to its own 
property at the toe of Bailey 
Debris Basin but shall grant an 
easement for the purposes of 
maintenance; that where this 
area is to be used for spoil area 
it shall be maintained and 
landscaped in suitable fashion 
by the District; that when this 
Cily property at the toe of the 
Bailey basin is no longer re¬ 
quired the easement shall be 
lifted and full right for use 
thereof revert to the City. 

Also, that a minimum ease¬ 
ment of 30 feet plus slopes for 
road purposes shall be given 
to all persons concerned in the 
Bailey Canyon Debris Basin 
area, said easement providing 
access to privately owned prop¬ 
erty north of the axis of the 
basin. 

Also, regarding the Auburn 
Canyon Debris Basin, that ac¬ 
cess to one subdivisible parcel 
lying westerly of the west toe 
of the dam shall be provided 
and an easement given to the 
owner thereof; that the road as 
planned by the U. S. Army En¬ 
gineers ^tall be paved and pro¬ 
vide adequate access to habita¬ 
ble or subdivisible properties 
lying adjacent to the proposed 
basin; that access shall also be 
provided for the reservoir of the 
City of Sierra Madre situated 
in Auburn Canyon, and that 
there shall be no gates or bar¬ 
riers constructed on that portion 
of the road which is for public 
use. 

The City further stipulates 
that in both Bailey and Auburn 
canyons, utility installations, 
including fire hydrants, shall 
be relocated at no cost to the 
city and under supervision of 
the city administrator. 

Also, that it shall be the defi¬ 
nite responsibility of the Flood 
Control District to provide 
maintenance, proper grading 
and adequate landscaping with 
native shrubbery whenever the 
City Council and Planning Com¬ 
mission shall deem it necessary.

is consequently limited,” he 
pointed out. 

"The social life of Athens 
centers in the community 
squares which are crowded with 
people every fine evening, just 
as in the days of Socrates,” he 
remarked. 

Tells of Siestas 

"The afternoon siesta is com¬ 
mon practice,” he recalled, de¬ 
scribing the somnolence of the 
City between about 1 o’clock 
when shops close and business 
activity ceases, until about 5:30 
when life begins again in the 
cool of the evening with gath¬ 
erings in the coffee shops and 
the central squares.

Speaking from first-hand ob¬ 
servation, A. Lincoln Pittinger, 
chief engineer of the Calord

Retain Identity 

“Despite many successive 
conquests during their history, 
the Greeks have not lost their 
identity as a people, even after 
400 years of Turkish domina¬ 
tion which ended in 1824,” he 
continued. The speaker also 
told of the small town atmos¬ 
phere which prevails, even in 
Athens, a city of one million 
population, attributing this to 
the small proportion of automo¬ 
biles there.

Part I of this report appeared in last week's issue of The 
NEWS. It included a description of the present water situation 
as the writers view it and a tabulation of the component parts of 
the water system. 

Recommendations by the Citizens Group for Water was pre¬ 
cipitated by defeat in April of a $110,000 water system improve¬ 
ment bond issue. 

The report develops the citizens' contention that the most 
needed repairs and improvements can be achieved without either 
issuance of bonds or rate increases. 

Councilman Harold F. Roberts, Water Department chairman, 
stated recently that he has studied the report and is prepared to 
discuss it at a future council meeting. 

The Citizens Group for Water has been praised by the council 
for the work, study and public spirit represented by the report. 

The concluding portion of the report follows: 

Water storage requirements 
are based on an average daily 
use of 220 gallons per person 
with a peaK use of 2Va times 
this amount. With the peak re¬ 
quirement for water at 550 gal¬ 
lons per day per capita, and 
with the present 8300 popula¬ 
tion our storage requirement is 
4,565,000 gallons. Our storage 
in the three reservoirs totals 
4,700,000 and will be sufficient 
until our population reaches 
8545 persons which is predicted 
for 1956. However, the storage 
in the upper area is not suffi¬ 
cient to meet the peak use re-

quirement of 550 gallons per 
day per capita. 

To overcome this apparent 
deficiency, the final objective is 
to provide additional storage 
capacity by constructing a new 
reservoir at an elevation suffi¬ 
ciently above the upper area to 
permit gravity flow in its dis¬ 
tribution mains. However, such 
a reservoir is too expensive for 
us to pay for at this time out 
of water department funds 
available without seriously in¬ 
terfering with other more nec¬ 
essary projects.

We have continuously pro¬ 
vided service to the upper area 
with our present system of 
booster pumps, and we feel we 
can safely continue to do so, 
especially after replacement of 
booster pumps No. 2A and No. 3 
at the Mira Monte plant. These 
pumps are worn out and are 
recommended to be replaced 
with pumps of approximately 
twice their capacity. Even with 
our present booster pumps at 
the Mira Monte plant, we have 
the capacity to provide 1155 
gallons per day per capita 
which is safely more than the 
peak use requirement of 550 
gallons per day. 

Bear in mind the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters’ fire 
flow requirement for storage in 
all areas is fully met by our 
existing reservoirs. The normal 
use requirement in the upper 
area totals 493,000 gallons per 
day, which a single booster 
pump is capable of supplying. 
To provide a still wider margin 
of safety to insure the upper 
area with an ample supply of 
water even at peak use periods, 
we recommend the installation 
of an additional booster pump 
at Grove Reservoir, so connect¬ 
ed that it would draw on the 
excess storage capacity of Grove 
Reservoir and boost water to 
the upper area whenever pres¬ 
sure in the distribution mains 
in the upper area was lowered 
to a pre-determined amount. 
This suggested new booster 
would operate only during peri¬ 
ods of heavy use in the upper 
area, or in the event of failure 
of the booster pumps at Mira 
Monte Reservoir. 

It is a known fact that the 
booster plant at Mira Monte 
Reservoir has been struck by 
lightning on three different oc¬ 
casions, thus establishing it as 
being in a hazardous location. 
Inasmuch as we are so depend¬ 
ent on pumping equipment to 
fill our reservoirs, we recom¬ 
mend that steps be taken to in¬ 
stall suitable anti - lightning 
protective devices at the Mira 
Monte booster plant. If money 
is available, we recommend the 
acquisition of a gasoline or die¬ 
sel engined standby booster 
pump to be used to boost water 
in the event of a major equip¬ 
ment breakdown, or for fire 
fighting needs. It is our under¬ 
standing arrangements have 
been made to borrow equip¬ 
ment of this nature from vari¬ 
ous cities in the vicinity, but 
in case of a major disaster, they 
may also require use of such 
a unit at the same time as we 
do. 

"Postpone Reservoir" 

In view of the foregoing, we 
recommend postponement of 
construction of the proposed 
1,300,000 gallon reservoir for the 
upper area at the present time, 
for the reason that its expected 
cost of $66,000 is beyond our 
present capabilities of financing 
without the elimination of proj¬ 
ects much more urgently need¬ 
ed. The only apparent advan¬ 
tage of having this reservoir 
now is to provide additional 
storage capacity for peak peri¬ 
ods of use, and it h a s been 
shown in the foregoing we are 
well equipped to supply these 
needs by means of our booster 
pumps. 


If and when money is avail 
able, and construction of an ad¬ 
ditional reservoir is required, 
we suggest cooperation with 
the United States Forest Service 
toward providing a reservoir 
that will meet our needs and 
also be of assistance to them 
for fighting future fires. It is 
possible that the Forest Service 
will be in a position to partici¬ 
pate in the construction of the 
reservoir if it is located in a 
position advantageous to their 
use. 

Another necessary project to 
be completed without delay is 
suitable protection against fire 
and flood damage to Auburn 
Reservoir. This reservoir should 
have a metal roof installed to 
guard against fire. Present 
plans of the U. S. Engineer Of¬ 
fice provide for a debris basin 
at the mouth of Auburn Canyon 
below the reservoir, and it is 
believed the canyon channel 
will be improved in connection 
with this undertaking. If it is 
deemed necessary, a diversion 
wall could be constructed from 
the shoulder of the hill which 
partially protects the reservoir, 
to help divert flood water past 
the reservoir and help prevent 
the possibility of contamina¬ 
tion. If the new debris basin 
will require the relocation of 
the distribution to Auburn 
Reservoir, it would be advisable 
to install a new main of ample 
size to meet future needs of this 
area. In the event of a major 
flood that may put Auburn 
Reservoir out of service due to 
damage or contamination, we 
could still service the area by 
blocking the distribution main 
at Auburn Reservoir and serve 
the users by means of booster 
pumps located at either Mira 
Monte or Grove Reservoirs. 

Replace Mains Now 

The remaining project in need 
of immediate attention is the 
replacement of existing distri¬ 
bution mains that are becom¬ 
ing increasingly expensive to 
maintain, or that are now too 
small to efficiently serve the 
expanded needs of the city. 
Records kept by the Water De¬ 
partment should indicate the 
order of preference in making 
these replacements, and consid¬ 
eration should also be given to 
replacing small lines on which 
fire hydrants are located. The 
most economical method is to 
perform this work with city 
forces, coordinating it with the 
street repairing program, and 
it is believed work can be 
scheduled over a period of ap¬ 
proximately five years. 

With the foregoing recom¬ 
mendations in mind, let us at¬ 
tempt to determine if funds are 
available without going into 
debt or raising the water rates. 
Following are approximate 
monies available:

did non-smokers. Pipe smokers 
fared best in the study, but 
the indications were that all 
smoking is somewhat injurious 
and any habitual smoker who 
consumes more than a pack a 
day was likely to shorten his 
life by around five years. 

I hasten to mention this, to 
beat many of my dear friends 
to the punch. I am one of the 
many who have been quitting 
for 30 years but haven’t yet 
quit. I have quit a thousand 
times, only shamelessly to bum 
a smoke or two from someone 
else and then get so ashamed 
of bumming that I bought some 
more and quit bumming—until 
next time. 

Cigarette advertising has 
been so smart it has made 
millions of non-smokers push 
temptation under one’s nose. 


The American Medical asso¬ 
ciation, convened in San Fran¬ 
cisco last week, heard a report 
from a committee of specialists 
which has shaken the nation. 

After perhaps the most com¬ 
plete and unbiased study yet 
undertaken, the committee de¬ 
cided that cigarettes contribute 
more than any other one thing 
to death from cancer and heart 
disease. While the doctors es¬ 
pecially studied men between 
the ages of 50 and 70, the find¬ 
ings apply to all other smokers 
to some extent. They divided 
more than 100,000 cases into 
groups of cigarette smokers, 
pipe smokers, cigar smokers 
and non-smokers and as much 
as 108 per cent, according to 
one report I heard by radio, 
more heavy smokers of cigar¬ 
ettes died of these diseases than 


Press dispatches say that 
after hearing the AMA report 
the doctors kept right on smok¬ 
ing. There is so much money 
in the business that doubtless 
clever advertising—and reports 
from hired specialists—will 
soon make most of us forget 
the report. But let’s at least 
be frank. When we offer a 
friend a fag, let’s politely say: 
“Have a cancer seed,” or “Have 
a bit of heart diseasee.”

When we deduct the recom¬ 
mended immediate expendi¬ 
tures totaling $87,300 from the 
amount of $114,000 on hand, 
there remains a balance of $26,- 
700 for reserve. The Water De¬ 
partment has consistently re¬ 
turned an amount approaching 
$50,000 per year net revenue 
over expenses, and it can be 
assumed this amount will be 
available to add to the reserve 
or spend on needed replace¬ 
ments. With the end of this 
year, our heavy expenditures 
at the spreading grounds will 
be completed, with the result 
that more money will be avail¬ 
able next year. 

In preparing the recom¬ 
mendations contained in this 
report, it has been our aim to 
offer a constructive plan for 
spending money on needed im¬ 
provements, taking first things 
first, and budgeting expendi¬ 
tures to keep within the limits 
of monies available. If it proves 
to be of assistance in arriving 
at a workable solution, all of 
the efforts of everyone con - 
nected with its preparation will 
have been worth while.
